THE STATE GRANGE. 


ADDRESS OF DR. COLUMBUS MILLS, 


INTERESTING PROCEEDINGS. 


The State Grange Patrons of Hus- 
bandry met in this city yesterday 
morning at 11 o’clock, in the Good 
Templar Hall, Fisher Building, the 
Master, Dr. Columbus Mills, presid- 
ing. The Committee on Credentials 
reported a full attendance from every 
section of the State. 

During the past year the Execu- 
tive Committee changed the repre- 
sentation, allowing only one dele- 
gate to every five Granges. After 
some discussion, the action of the 
Executive Committee was sustained. 

Dr. Mills delivered the following 
annual address, which was _ listened 
to with marked attention : 


Sisters and Brothers: As chosen 
representatives of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry to the State Grange of North 
Carolina, you are now assembled in 
annual convocation to take into con- 
sideration all questions and make all 
necessary legislation for the good of 
the order, and the country’s welfare. 
I am pleased to extend to each and 
all a happy salutation of fraternal 
good will, and through you, my hon- 


ored brothers, to all Patrons through-- 


out the State, I congratulate you on 
the flattering auspices and hopeful 
assurances that greet us on every 
hand. Thegreat truths and princi- 
ples taught by Patrons of Husbandry 
are fast becoming the hope and policy 
of all productive industry. Agricul- 
turists outside of the Grange, as well 
as those bearing forward the noble 
work, are participators in the fruits 
of our labors, aud at this our second 
annual meeting is exhibited the in- 
fant order, strong in numbers and 
powerful for good. Wesee in all this 
the hand of Providence that has 
blessed our labors. The sanction of 
Omnipotent favor is sealed and 
attested by the growing importance, 
acknowledged influence of our order, 
and the crowning suecess of the Pa- 
tron’s highest hopes, and as Patrens 
we have cause to be thankful. Let 
us, therefore, with humility and rev- 
erence acknowledge all gratitude to 
God, and send upto heaven the hon- 
est Patron’s shout of thanksgiving 
and praise, and invoke with becom- 
ing meekness the continued favor of 
the great Architect ofall our hopes. 

Your duties are grave and impor- 
tant; upon your deliberations ina 
great measure depend the welfare of 
our order, and while we do not as- 
sume the country’s care, the Patron’s 
labor, we confidently affirm, will be 
happily felt by all productive indus- 
try. From the infancy and short ex- 
perience of our order, very little ee. 
cedent is afforded you as a guide to 
your deliberations. This you can in a 
measure supply by diligent study of 
all questions, free and full discussion 
close observance of the laws an 
principles of the order and an honest 
endeavor to seek intelligent truth. 
I will therefore invite you to discuss 
in aspirit of fraternal kindness, all 

uestions that may come before you, 
that your action may be intelligent 
and wise. The great principles of 
our order, like our fields, demand 
care and attention. Keep them be- 
fore the world. Reaflirm them to 
the country, inscribed on the Hus- 
bandman’s banner of hope, tiat 
faithful Patrons may bear it high to 
the breeze asa guide to our fellows 
on the highway to knowledge, wealth 
and pewer, and as a light of welcome 
in well doing to all. 

The great principle of co-operation 
is ersentially the practical thought of 
the times. No question is more im- 
portant to the Grange welfare and 
none so little understood. Our duty 
is to study it, discuss it, and learn it. 
In your Grange at home and in your 
daily correspondence with your fel- 
lows, make it a subject always in or- 
der for debate, thut every Patron in 
the land may be taught to compre- 
hend and understand it in all its 
bearings upon the good of our order. 
Instruct yourselves fully on this 
branch of our order’s faith and teach- 
ing, and we will have accomplished 
the Patron’s prosperity, our fullest 
hopes and for our children a wealth 
in knowledge, as well as in material 
things—we asa people, seem, from 
education and habit, to have a natu- 
ral aversion to co-operation. We see 
this exhibited in all our Granges, a 
deep laid prejudice against their 
greatest lever of power and influence 
is prevalent, all from ignorance of the 
subject. Our efforts should be untir- 
ing to remove this :gnorance and 
substitute instead an active intelli- 
gence, and a rich reward will follow. 
Let us encourage co-operation § in 
sales, and purchases in building up 
manufactories, and all other indus- 
tries consistent with our avocation. 
The great principle of co-operation 
is fundamental to the best success in 
all industries, therefore we should 
foster it, as a yital source of life, and 
all ignorance of its merit should be 
driven from our borders. 

There isno sense of delicacy that 
should prevent us from declaring the 
fact, that among farmers as a class 
there is a great wantof information, 
owing mainly to lack of means of in- 
telligence, and Patrons share largely 
the general fate. In view of this, the 
thought naturaliv arises, that if pos- 
sible, to provide the means to lead our 
fellows and countrymen outof the 
wilderness, we should do it, as in our 
minds a sense of duty and interest 
plainly commands it. We deem the 
time oportune and thesubject fit, to 
exhibit a practical demonstration of 
co-operative labor in building up in 
the State a much needed Grange 
journal of the highest standard of ex- 
cellence in all respects, one that will 
yisit weekly or monthly every Pat- 
ron’s household in the State. The 
achievement of such a hope would be 
a crowning fame to our order and 
carry the sun-beam of knowledge into 
lovely now shaded by igno- 
rance. The subject is worthy of care- 
ful consideration, and I hope your 
wisdom may devise a means to carry 


out theobject. Weareadmonished by | 


the great principles of our order to 
encourage education, let us obey the 
injunction with alacrity and spirit, 
that those who follow us on the stage 
of life may be fitted for their dnties, 

Manufacturing as a branch of in- 
dustry is a vital source of wealth and 
influence that enterprising Patrons 
may make a powerful auxiliary to 
rural industry. I cannot do more 
than call your attention to the sub- 
ject with the hore of inviting discus- 


sion and research that will lead to 
knowledge and knowledge to thede- 
velopment of the country’s best fin- 
terest. We have ‘great facilities*for 
manufacturing every implentent 
needed on the farm, and I cannot but 
feel ita blemish on our good ngme 
that we in a great measure, buy our

A telegram was sext in answer to 
the Maryland Grange, now in session 
in Baltimore, respecting the kind 
feeling expressed in the foregoing 
dispatch. 


SoME Corron.—It is enough to 
make any Grangers mouth water to 
see the specimen of cotton on -exhi- 
bition at the Yarborough House, and 
for which Professor O. W. Carr, of 
Trinity College, is the State Agent for 
the sale of the seed. We have never 
seen boles as largeand compact, sta- 
ple as White and clear, or a prettier 
fibre than the specimen shown us. 
This new candidate for Grange favor 
is known as ‘‘Cheatham’s Champion 
Prolific,” and is a native of Jefferson 
county, Ga. 

The seed of this cotton was first of- 
fered for sale by Captain John W. 
Cheatham in the Spring of 1874. He 
commenced in 1868 by planting the 
finest varieties of prolific seeds, and 


thus from year to year until he has 


reached the height of perfection. 
But we willsay no more about it. 
Professor Carr will be in the city 
several days and will show a speci- 
men of the cotton and give such in- 
formation asour farmers may re- 
quire, 


THE PoLL-TAX INDICTMENTS.— 
Under the provisions of the law, So- 
licitor Harris has recently raised a 
little rumpus by causing indictments 
to be be made against all parties who 
failed to list their poll taxes in 1873- 
74, all partiesso falling being com- 
pelled to give bond for their appear- 
ance before the next Superior Court. 
The cost to all parties so indicted 
would reach some $10 or $12, the So- 
licitor’s fee being $4 on each case. 
The Senate yesterday passed a bill 
releasing all indictments upon the 
tax receipt being exhibited and the 
costs being paid, the Solicitor, Sheriff 
and Clerk to receive each twenty-five 
cents costs. Should this bill — the 
House it will give relief to the large 
number who have fallen under the 
law, while it will materially reduce 
the sum that would have gone into 
the pockets of the officials. We 
learn that some 3,000 persons had 
been indicted in this county.

Upset.—The new warehouse at 
Neuse Depot, on the Raleigh & Gas- 
ton Railroad in this county, erected 
by Mr. Peterson Dunn, for the storage 
of the Cotton Food Fertilizer, suc- 
cumbed to the pressure yesterday, 
and in upsetting, made a complete 
somersault, smashin the entire 
building to atoms. The foundation 
of the building sunk into the earth, 
which had become soft by the con- 
tinued rains, causing the catastro- 
phe. There was stored in the build- 
ing at the time 300 tons of the Fertil- 
izer, Which of course was not injured. 
The building is an entire loss, being 
only fit for kindling wood.

Uncle Billy's Objections. to Civil 


I ‘interviewed’? Uncle Billy, a 
good old colored friend of mine, the 


other day on the question of civil 


rights. 

**Don’t want nuffin mo’,”’ said Un- 
cle Billy. ‘‘Got too much already 
fur dis niggah.”’ 

‘‘How is that, Uncle Billy? Is it 
not a good thing to be equal before 
the law ?’’ 

‘*Now, Marse Boss,’’ grunted Billy 
plaintively, ‘‘dar’s jist whar de mise- 
ry comes in. We’re ekal befo’ de 
law, an dar yer hit our weak pint. 
Befo’ de war de niggah stole chicken 
an’ pig, yer jerked him up, guv him 
thirty-nine lashes, and let him go. 
But jist let a cullud pusson try it 
now. Yer hauls’ him ’fore 
court, an’ sen’s him to de penitentia- 
ry jist like he was one of yer poor 
white trash. Dat’s what ’tis to be 
eKal ’fore de law.”’ 

I suggested to Uncle Billy that this 
might be obviated by being a little 
more honest. 

‘‘Marse Hoss,’’ interrupted Bill, 
can’t run agin natur’, It’s nat- 
’ral fur niggah to steal pig and chick- 
en, frving size. Yer knows it is, an 
tain’t no use tryin’ to stopus. Now 
we uns are willin’ to let yuns alone 
on this point. We’re powerful weak 
on dis pint, Marse Boss.”’ 

Just here a perverse and disloyal 
spirit tempted meto hint to Uncle 
Bill that the colored people were in- 
debted to their Republican friends 
for this change in their status. 

‘Well, den, Marse Boss,’’ said he, 
‘tall Ise got tosay is, de laws got to 
be changed, hab a law for de white 
man and a law for de black man !”’ 

Strange as it may seem, some of our 
best citizens echo uncle Billy’s senti- 
ment. They are inclined to view the 
negro’s minor transgressions iu alen- 
ient light, and I know that some of 
our Democratic judges impose lighter 
penalties upon colored men for small 
offences than they would do in cases 
where the guilty parties were white. 

Before uncle Billy left I asked him 
how he would like to sit down at the 
table with white folks at the hotels. 

‘‘Great Goddlemighty”’ exclaimed 
the good old man. ‘I allow your- 
self tryin’ to make fun o’ dis chile. 
Why, you knows yourself dat a 
culled pusson ebber lets a white man 
see ’em eat ef dey kin help it!’ 

This is strictly true. The ordinary 
southern negro will not eat in the 
presence of a white spectator. 

‘Well, Uncle Billy.’’ I said, ‘‘it is 
very evident that you don’t wantany 
civil rights.’”’ 

‘“‘Not anyting mo’, I tank you,” re- 
plied Billy. ‘‘Nearly done ruined 
now. Hevtopay my own doctor’s 
bills; lost all my money in de 
Freedmen’s bank; ueber got no forty 
acres and de mule dey promised me, 
and can’t help myself to a little 

size, widout gwin 
to the penitentiary. I’se got ‘nuff 
cibbil rights !”’ 

~The above is no production of the 
fancy. It isatrueincident, honestly 
told, and it is impossible to talk to 
the country negroes without hearing 
just such things as I have relatei.— 
The Independent.

APPRENTICESHIP IN) NORTII 
CAROLINA. 


The Petersburg IJnder-Appeal 
commenting of the bill recently 
passed by the General Assembly of 
this State prohibiting the appren- 
ticeship of white children to negro 
masters, says: “The attention of 
the public, and especially of the 
North Carolina Legislature, was 
originally directed to this abuse by 
the Children’s Friend, a paper pub- 
lished in Oxford in the interests of 
the Asylum.” The first paper that 
took up the subject was the Hills- 
boro Recorder, some time before 
the Children’s Friend had an ex- 
istence. We, as editor of that pa- 
per, acted upon information ob- 
taired from Mr. Mills. We know 
that the Index-Appeal responded 
warmly to the suggestion, and we 
thank it for the kindly interest 
manifested. And the interest of 
Petersburg was not exhausted in 
words, as the orphans at Oxford 
have reason gratefully to remember. 

We thank the Index-Appeal for 
its appreciation of the instrumen- 
tality of the News in bringing about 
the happy result. 


THE DRAINING OF THE SWAMP 
LANDS. 


The bill which passed the Senate 
on Tuesday providing for the recla- 
mation of a portion of the 
large property of the State in 
swamp lands by drainage in 
consideration of an equal divi- 
sion of the reclaimed land between 
the State and the contractors for the 
work, is perhaps the wisest dispo- 
sition that could have been made of 
the property. Too vasta scheme 
for unaided individual enterprise, 
too expensive and precarious a one 
for State inception, the drainage of 
these lands has heretofore proved 
impracticable, and a domain, the 
most valuable in the State, has re- 
mained until now in a state of na- 
ture, a vast but inaccessible fund of 
undeveloped wealth. 

It may seem an extravagant price 
to pay fur the utilization of these 
lands—one-half for the other—but 
half a loaf is better than no bread, 
and it is certain that unless by some 
such plan proposed, these swamps 
might lay for ages unimproved, and 
practically worthless. Developed 
as they are proposed tobe, the lands 
brought into market will be as 
productive as the Mississippi bot- 
toms. They are practically inex- 
haustible. Some of these lands 
drained by private enterprise have 
been in cultivation for one hundred 
years without appreciable diminu- 
tion in their productiveness, yicld- 
ing from sixty to ninety bushels of 
corn to the acre. We were informed 
last week of lands lying on the east 
side of the Gape Fear river, similar 
in most respects to those embraced 
in the objects of the bill under con- 
sideration, and ‘which were reclaim- 
ed four or five years ago, which rent 
this year for $29 per acre. 

The terms of the contract to be 
made are such as will secure fidelity 
of performance and the retention of 
title in the State until all stipula- 
tions are complied with.

THE PHILADELPHIA CENTEN- 
NIAL. 
We 


have never entered very 
warmly into the idea of making 
Philadelphia the focus upon which 
all the rays of patriotism were to be 
centered. Whatever accidental 
prominence may have been given 
to that city by its being the 
fortunate birth place of the 
declaration of independence, has 
been lost by the subsequent 
assaults upon the principles of 
that instrument. And the South- 
ern soldier, and as a consequence 
the Southern people will never for- 
get the bitterness of hostility which 
was the boast of the Philadelphians 
during the war, a bitterness which 
vented its rancor upon the defence- 
less captive and the helpless pris- 
oner. But we are willing to let by 
gones be by gones. We profess 
our devotion to the government 
and our interest in a common coun- 
try. If we had been let alone we 
might even have gloried in the Cen- 
tennial. As it is, we must look 
upon it in a matter-of-fact business 
light, As one of the great sister- 
hood of States, though stripped 
somewhat of our finery, and obliged 
to stand considerably in the back 
eround, we feel that for future in- 
terests, if not impelled by urgent 
patriotic impulses, we have a duty 
to perform. We have to show our 
sincerity in our acts, and we lose 
rather than gain by holding back in 
sullen reserve. We must remem- 
ber that the Radical party is nut the 
country, and that the noisy politi- 
ticians of Philadelphia do not com- 
prise more than a fragment of its 
immense and intelligent population. 
We can afford to forgive if we can- 
not forget. 

Mr. McRae’s resolutions, intro- 
duced into the House on Tuesday, 
breathe the proper spirit. More 
venerous than we were inclined to 
be, he realizes the true idea that 
North Carolina not onlv by duty, 
but by right must participate in this 
erand National celebration. He re- 
alizes the fact that this is a na- 
tion, great, powerful and rich, and 
that his State is an important com- 
ponent part of it. His resolution 
contemplates the active participa- 
tion of North Carolina, and with 
the varied products of nature and 
of industry, her display may bea 
creditable one—too much so for her 
own interests to be omitted. 


RAILROAD MATTERS. 

No subject has been so beset with 
difticulties as the railroad legisla- 
tion of the present session. Every 
road, the subject of legislatior, is 
embarrassed almost beyond the 
power of relief, hampered with debt, 
involved in litigation and striving 
in vain for extrication. The sub 
ject has engaged the earnest atten- 
tion of members since early in the 
session. Plan after plan has been 
proposed in committee, debated in 
the Halls, referred and re-referred, 
and as yet, without decisive result 
because it has been found impossi- 
ble to devise any plan which would 
reconcile private interests with 
public obligations, or which would 
save or complete any of the roads 
without an obligation of taxation or 
the assumption of Nabilities too 
Leavy to bear. The public has com- 
plained, and the press has scolded 
and the Legislature has borne the 
odium of failing to accomplish what 
conflicting interests, or legal com- 
plications make almost impossible. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Tate’s bill came 
up on its third reading, having 
been materially amended on its pas- 
sage on the second reading. The 
provisions of the bill may be briefly 
stated thus: it appoints the Gover- 
nor of the State, C. H. Brogden, the E 
President of the Senate, Mr. Arm- 
field, and the Speaker of the House, 
Mr. Robinson, a committee to com- 
promise the honest debt of the W. 
N. C. R. It., and authorizes them to 
make a mortgage upon the proper- 
ty for the amount to be found to be 
due upon compromise, which is to 
embrace all adverse titles and liens. 
The Governor, with the consent of 
the Senate, is to appoint three com- 
missioners, who are to take charge 
of the road, in conjunction with one 
who is to be elected by the private 
stockholders and to have control of 
the convicts, who are not required 
in the building of the Penitentiary, 
to carry on the grading in the ex- 
tension of the road west. 

Mr. Candler offered a substitute 
| for the bill, which is identical with 
| the bill introduced by Mr. McElroy 

in the Senate, which in turn is the 
old consolidation bill of the last ses- 
sion, omitting the sections provid- 


ing for a committee to handle the | 


| bonds and banning any person who 


may have been guilty of frauds 
from holding any position in the 
company. | = 

Several amendments to Mr. 
Candler’s substitute were offered— 
two by Mr. Tate, to relieve the coun- 
ty of Burke from the liabilities for 
the balance of the county subscrip- 
tion, and to provide that the prop- 
erty shall be subject to taxation. 

Mr. McRae offered an amendment 
supplying the oversight of Mr. Can- 
dler, reinstating in the substitute 
the disfranchising clause which had 
been left out. 

Mr. Staples who offered various 
amendments, among others, that the 
consolidated company issue twenty 
per cent. of stock to the stockhold- 
ers of the Western North Carolina 
Railroad Company for their old 
stock. 

Something must be done, and 
Mr. Tate’s bill seems to be as free 
from objection, as fair and as prac- 
ticable as any that under existing 
circumstances could be offered.

The clergyman under 
whose ministrations he sat startled 
his ears and roused his indignation 
by including in one of his prayers 
this significant petition: ‘‘God bless 
our whole country—/from the Potomac 
to the Gulf.”

The Usury Law. 


MEssrs. Eprrors :—In view of the 
fact that a supplemental! bill has been 
introduced in the Senate providing 
that the Usury Law shall not be en- 
foreed until the Ist day of January, 
1876, I beg that you will allow me a 
<mail space to state a factthat I have 
not seen adduced in any of the able, 
but ineffeetive arguments the oppo- 
nents of the bill have urged againstits 
passage, 

It has been said by some of the 
friends of the Usury Law that its 
passage will not cause any diminu- 
tion of the volume of money in circu- 
lation in this State; that there is so 
much money here, and if it canno(, 
be loaned at one price, it will be ar 
another. That the reverse of this is 
true I think ean be made obvious in 
a few words, 

All who pay auy attention to the 
published financial statements of the 
banks in this State, notice in the 
schedule of their liabilities the large 
item of ‘bills re-disecounted.” I 
imagine some persons do not know 
the significance of this item, and will 
explain it. A goes toa bank witha 
note at sixty or niuety days, and gets 
it discounted; the bank then en- 
dorses it and sends it to New York 
and gets it re-discounted, and 
the money comes back and enables 
the Bank to discounta note for Bb, 
and so on; the Bank making by the 
operation the difference between the 
discount it pays in New York and 
that charged A or B, which is usual- 
ly about five per cent per annum. 
The amount of money now in circu- 
lution in this State which has been 
brought from the Northern cities by 
‘Bills re-discounted,’’ is estimated at 
more than a million of dollars. All 
of these “*Bills re-discounted’”’ will 
minature within about ninety days, 
and will have to be paid; thus re- 
ducing the circulation tothat amount; 
tor the Usury Law raises an Alpine 
barrier against any further transac- 
tions of this surt. If the Banks are 
not allowed to charge more than six 
or eight per cent, they can not afford 
to import curreney by getting ** Bills 
re-discounted”’? at the North. Not- 
withstanding the low rates at which 
money is quoted in the North, every 
Southern man who has had occasion 
to go there to negotiate loans, knows 
that such is the general feeiing there 
in reference to Southern securities of 
all kinds, it is almust im»ossible for 
individuals to borrow money on the 
best of them at any reasonable rate 
of interest from bankers and capital- 
ists generally. 

Now where isthe money to come 
from to prevent the stringency that 
must inevitably result at once from 
the return of all this amount to the 
North to meet the maturing “Lills 
re-discounted ?” 

Much has been said in frothy 
speeches about money ‘rusting and 
mouldering’’ in the Banks. By ref- 
erence to the published statements 
before alluded to it will be seen that 
the money is not thus locked up, for 
it is often really a matter of surprise 
how little currency the Banks show 
to be on hand. The amountis gen- 
erally below one-third of the sum 
they show to be due to depositors. 

It is too late to discuss the nierits 
of the Usury Law, the fatal conse- 
quence of which will very soon be 
manifest, if the supplemental bill re- 
ferred to is not passed. But I enclose 
a most sensible article from the Rich- 
mond Enquirer upon the subject of 
the Usury Law passed by the Legis- 
Jature of Virginia at its last session, 
which J] would thank you to ¢opy in 
your paper in order that our people 
may see what the effect has been

WASHINGTON, Mareh 3rd.—The 
Tariff and Tax bill passed the Senate 
after midnight without amendment, 
30 to 29. It goes to the President 
to be signed to-day. 

Bounty bill goes to the House for 
concurrence in amendment. The 
government is allowed to borrow 
money to meet the wants of the bill. 
There is another amendment that 
soldiers shall not be charged with 
bounties paid them by the State 
which it is claimed will swell the 
drain on the Treasury fabulously. 

The Senate has been engaged on 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
all the morning. 

HovsE—The Conference report on 
the Postoffice Appropriation bill has 
been presented, and agreed on. It 
contains a partial restoration of the 
Franking Privilege as to the Con- 
gressional Record and other public 
documents up to the next December, 
and permanently as to seeds and ag- 
ricultural reports. 

The Deficiency bill is under consi- 
deration, and there is a tremendous 
pressure of business, and in conse- 

uence, there is a good deal of disor- 
dor and confusion in the House.

civil bill and waived the usual read- 


ing of the Journal. It is very doubt- 
fulnow whether the Force bill will 
ever be called up. 


The Senate has been engaged all 
day in the discussion of the Sundry 
Ciyil Appropriation bill. 

In the House the Deficiency bill 
was ed at a?quarter past four. 

A resolution of thanks to Blaine as 
Speaker, was offered by Potter, of N. 

., and unanimously adopted. 

A motion to suspend the rules and 
pass bills for the admission of Colo- 
rado and New Mexico as States was 
defeated. Yeas 164, nays 84, not two- 
thirds in the affirmative. It was al- 
most a pores vote, 

The President has nominated'Hen- 
ry R. Pease, now United States Sen- 
ator from Mississippi, to be post- 
master at Vicksburg ; Robert Stew- 
art for postmaster at Macon, Missis- 
sippi, and Alonzo Webster, postmas- 
ter at Orangeburg, S. C. 

The Senate has been engaged all 
day on the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill and a large number of 
amendments were agreed to and the 
bill passed.
